G.S.R. 17.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 8 of the Cinema¬ 
tograph Act, 1952, (37 of 1952), the. Central Government hereby makes the fol¬ 
lowing further amendments in the Cinematograph (Censorship) Rules, 1951, 
namely:— 


In the said rules,— 

1. for rule 27B, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

"27B, Validity of certificate.—(1) A certificate in respect of on film which 
is In force on the 1st day of March 1958 or which is issued on or 
after that date shall remain valid for a period of ten years from 
the date of its issue: , 

Provided that the Central Government may, on Its own motion or on the 
advice of the Board, reduce the said period of 10 years of any cer¬ 
tificate to such period being not less than 5 years from the date of 
Its issue, as It thinks fit. 

(2) A fresh certificate may be issued on an application made for the 
examination of the film, under rule. 22. 

,(3) The Regional Officer may, with the prior approval qf the Chairman 
dispense with the examination of the film under rule 24.";
